ouses of worship are among 
the few places left where fam- 
ilies regularly gather together, 
sometimes extended and 
sometimes across many gen- 
erations. The First Baptist Church in Suther- 
land Springs, Texas, is no different. And 
within those walls, gathered as they always 
are on Sunday mornings, were three genera- 


tions of the Holcombe family. 

Bryan Holcombe was walking up to the 
pulpit Sunday, preparing to lead the audi- 
ence in worship, when a gunman began to 
spray bullets at the congregation. 

Holcombe, an associate pastor for the 
church, was killed in the gunfire, his par- 
ents, Joe and Claryce Holcombe, said. 

Bryan Holcombe’s wife of about four de- 


cades, Karla Holcombe, was also in church 
Sunday. She died too, said Joe Holcombe. 

Bryan and Karla had a son, Marc Daniel 
Holcombe, 36. He too was killed, Joe Hol- 
combe said. 

Marc Daniel had an infant daughter, 
named Noah Holcombe, who, according 
to Joe, was 1 year old. She is dead too.

Suspensions of two Denver deputies overturned 


Inmate died after officers tried to restrain 
him as he was having a psychotic episode

A Denver hearing officer has 
overturned the suspensions of 
two Denver Sheriff Department 


deputies involved in the killing 
of inmate Michael Marshall — a 
case that already brought criti- 
cism from Marshall’s family, 
who said the punishment was 
too light. 


Deputy Bret Garegnani and 
Deputy Carlos Hernandez had 
received suspensions in Mar- 
shall’s death after Stephanie 
O’Malley, director of the De- 
partment of Public Safety, 
found they used excessive force 
while restraining Marshall. 

Garegnani was given a 16-day 
suspension for continuing to 


apply pressure on Marshall’s 
upper body even after nurses 
asked him to ease up for fear 
Marshall could aspirate on 
vomit. Hernandez was suspend- 
ed for 10 days for using his 
nunchaku to apply pressure on 
Marshall’s right foot while try- 
ing to restrain him.

Colorado Springs, not 
the Mile High City, is 

projected to be state’s 
largest city by 2050.

Northern Colorado and the 
Western Slope will claim larger 
shares of Colorado’s population as 
the state adds 3 million new resi- 
dents over the next 3⁄2 decades, 
according to state forecasts. 

Greeley and Fort Collins will 
more than double in population 
and the Western Slope will grow by 
two-thirds by 2050, the State De- 
mography Office predicts, while 
Denver, Boulder, Pueblo and the 
central mountain resorts will grow 
at slower rates. Also, Colorado 
Springs will overtake a built-out 
Denver as the state’s largest city, 
though the Mile High City’s 
metro area will still be larger. 

Between 2015 and 2050, Colora- 
do will add the equivalent of an- 
other metro Denver, on its way to 
8.46 million residents. Though it’s 
a lot of people, the state’s rate of 
growth actually is predicted to 
slow during that period as the baby 
boomer generation moves on. 

State and local officials use the 
forecasts to plan for growth, a hot 
topic as Colorado’s roads, housing 
market and environment strain 
from an influx of out-of-state mi- 
grants. 

The portion of the state’s popu- 
lation along the Front Range is not 
expected to change significantly 
from its current 83.5 percent. 
What will change is where new 
households settle along the Front 
Range, and across more rural ar- 
eas of Colorado, some of which 
are losing population. 

The Denver and Boulder metro 
areas will add 1.39 million people, 
the most of any region, a gain of 
45.4 percent. But other regions 
will add residents at an even faster
